Notes : 


1)  Two  "late  donations"  (lots  28A  and  30A)  were  added  after  the 
initial  listing  was  printed  in  the  "Love  Letters",  but  were 
included  in  the  catalog  mailed  separately  to  consignors  and 
those  responding  to  the  publicity  articles.  Three  "last  minute 
donations"  (lots  32-34)  were  added  during  the  convention  itself, 
and  hence  sold  to  the  floor  with  no  mail  bidding. 

2)  A  total  of  fifteen  consignors  donated  between  one  and  seven 
tokens  each.  Thirty-six  total  love  tokens  were  donated. 

3)  21  lots  sold  "to  the  book"  (mail  bids),  while  15  were  purchased 
by  floor  bidders.  Of  the  ten  mail  bidders,  four  were  "shut  out" 
(won  no  lots),  while  the  other  six  won  between  one  and  seven  lots. 

4)  Lot  #4  and  lot  #31  were  the  most  popular  lots,  receiving  five  mail 
bids  each.  On  lot  #4,  the  mail  bids  ranged  from  $3.10  to  $15.00, 
while  on  lot  #31  they  ranged  from  $51.10  to  $130.00. 

5)  The  cataloguer  did  not  win  either  lot  marked  as  "...  bid  liberally 
or  I'm  going  to  win  this  one  ...",  as  the  mail  bidders  definitely 
did  bid  liberally! 


The  Love  Token  Society  would  like  to  thank  all  the  consignors  and  bidders  for 

their  generosity  -  the  $556.50  raised  as  part  of  this  donation  auction  will 

go  a  long  way  towards  keeping  the  Society  solvent  while  retaining  a  top-flight 
publication  on  a  bi-monthly  basis.

COUNTERFEITS 

A  number  of  counterfeit  coins  have  been  made 
into  love  tokens.  In  many  cases,  the  coin  was 
intended  to  be  used  as  a  coin,  but  when  the 
counterfeit  was  detected,  the  other  possible 
use  was  to  make  it  into  a  love  token.  As  far 
as  we  can  determine,  such  items  can  be  sold 
and  traded  as  "jewelry  items"  or  "privately  made 
tokens  ,  but  not  as  "coins".  Among  the  more 
blatant  countefeits  seen  are  gold  sovereigns 
and  half  sovereigns — often  not  even  made  of 
gold,  gold  one  dollar  pieces,  seated  Liberty 

and  Trade  Dollars.  Very  few  counterfeit 
dimes,  guarters  and  halves  are  known.  No  fake 
copper  love  tokens  have  been  reported.  Several 
large  sized  coins  including  Mexican  8  reales  and 
Chinese  dollars  have  been  seen  that  were  counter¬ 
feit.  if  passed  as  numismatic  items,  they  would 
be  worth  in  the  hundreds  of  dollars,  but  as 
love  tokens,  their  value  is  the  engraving  and 
silver  value  or  roughly  $30-50  per  item. 

It  would  pay  to  check  you  love  tokens  to  see 
if  indeed  they  were  "real"  coins  to  start  with.

MODERN  LOVE  TOKENS? 


Are  artisans  making  love  tokens 
Liberty  Seated  Coins?  How  can  we  tell? 

We  have  heard  these  questions  a 
is  one  answer.  Probably  NOT. 


today  from  low  grade 
few  times  and  here 


chances  of  an  artisan  taking  an  hour  or  more  of 
his  time  to  plane  down  one  side  of  a  coin  worth  about  five 
dollars  and  engraving  it  wLth  a  monogram  or  name  and  then 
selling  it  for  under  ten  dollars  is  ludicrous. 

However,  we  have  seen  modern  made  love  tokens  done 
on  silver  dollars  and  even  half  dollars.  The  styles  are 
quite  different  from  those  of  80-90  years  ago  and  can  be 
easily  identified  as  "modern".  One  artist  has  made  a  series 
of  "Christmas  love  tokens"  on  Kennedy  half  dollars. 

At  one  midwest  coin  show  an  engraver  was  offering 
to  make  a  love  token  from  jour  low  grade  or  damaged  gold 
coin  for  prices  ranging  from  $10  to  $25.  In  that  case,  the 
end  product  MIGHT  look  contemporary.  This  author  has  not 


seen  one  of  these  modern-msde  gold  pieces',  but  if  any 
reader  can  furnish  one  (or  a  picture  of  one)  it  would 
prove  educational. 

Until  one  can  establish  that  there  are  "look-alike" 
modern-made  love  tokens  posing  as  pre-1900  issues,  we  can 
pretty  much  rely  on  the  pricing  structure  now  in  place  and 
not  worry  about  "modern-made"  love  tokens.  In  fact,  if 
one  could  find  a  skilled  craftsperson  to  make  a  lovely 
scenic  on  a  silver  dollar,  it  would  indeed  be  worth  $50-75* 
That’s  ART. 


As  a  sidebar  to  the  Last  issue— one  popular  use  of 
engraved  coins  was  MILITARY  ID  TAG  OR  SOUVENIR.  Pieces  are 
known  from  the  Spanish-Amer.ican  War — often  on  Phillipino 
pesos  of  1897,  from  World  War  I — often  on  French  francs, 
and  W1\  1 1  often  on  Australian  florins  and  half  crowns. 

Many  pieces  feature  the  serviceman’s  name,  rank,  serial 
number,  outfit,  and  a  scenic  engraving  of  such  items  as 
pyramids,  camels,  ships,  etc.
